The Weekly Coal Production (WCP) provides weekly 
production estimates of U.S. coal by state, as well as 
supplementary data which are published twice a 
month. Supplement 1 includes monthly statistics on 
U.S. coal production and aggregated annual historical 
data on coal supply and demand, consumption, stocks, 
imports, and exports. Supplement 2 contains monthly 
data covering electric utility coal consumption, stocks, 
and receipts; and coal imports and exports. 

This publication is prepared by the Coal Division; Of- 
fice of Coal, Nuclear, Electric and Alternate Fuels; 
Energy Information Administration (EIA) to fulfill its 


data collection and dissemination responsibilities as 
specified in the Federal Energy Administration Act of 
1974 (P.L. 93-275) as amended. Weekly Coal Production 
is intended for use by industry, press, State and local 
governments, and consumers. Other publications that 
may be of interest are the quarterly Coal Distribution 
Report , the Quarterly Coal Report , Coal Production 
1985, and Coal Data: A Reference .

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Highlights 


U.S. coal production in the week ended February 
21, 1987, as estimated by the Energy Information 
Administration, totaled 17.3 million short tons 
(bituminous coal and lignite, 17.3 million short 
tons; Pennsylvania anthracite, .08 million short 
tons). This was 1.0 percent lower than in the 
previous week, and was 6.4 percent lower than 
production in the corresponding week of 1986. 


Cumulative U.S. coal production from January 1 
through February 21, 1987, was estimated at 125.7 
million short tons, 6.7 percent below the 134.7 
milli on short tons produced in the comparable 
period in 1986. 

The methodology used to make weekly estimates 
of coal production was published in the Weekly 
Coal Production (DOE/EIA-02 1 8( 86/35)), released 
for publication on September 8, 1986.

Data Reports 

Coal Production reports annual coal production mine price, average daily production, daily productive capacity, mine 
stocks, recoverable reserves, average recovery percentage, average productivity per miner, average number of 
miners working daily, number of days worked, and the Nation's demonstrated reserve base (DRB). (Issued annually, 
$6.50, 131 pages.) 


Coal Data: A Reference is a comprehensive overview of U.S. coal mining which is designed to be of value to both 
laypersons and technicians. It summarizes current and historical production, consumption, stocks, and prices. (Issued 
biennally, $3, 92 pages.) 


Coal Distribution details shipments of coal by State of destination, consuming sector, mode of transportation, and 
coal-producing district of orgin. It also surveys production and producer/distributor stocks. (Issued quarterly, $4.25 
for single copy, $15 for annual subscription, 108 pages.) 


Quarterly Coal Report highlights coal-related legislation and industry trends; and quarterly coal production, coal 
exports and imports, domestic coal consumption, receipts, and stocks. (Issued quarterly, $4.75 for single copy, $17 
for annual subscription, 136 pages.) 


Weekly Coal Production reports weekly carloadings of coal and estimates weekly national and State coal production 
levels by rank of coal. Special monthly supplements report: 1.) detailed monthly data on export tonnages and prices 
of coal, coke, and briquettes; and coal receipts, consumption, and stocks at electric utilities, and 2.) summary data on 
coal production, consumption, stocks, and exports and imports by rank. (Issued weekly, pages vary from 4 to ap- 
proximately 42 pages, $57 for annual subscription.) 


Analytical Reports 

Annual Outlook for U.S. Coal expands on the coal forecasts of the Annual Energy Outlook , EIA's volume on multi-fuel 
price, supply and demand projections to the year 1995. By focusing on a single fuel, the Annual Outlook for U.S. Coal 
clarifies how the projections were made, discusses major coal industry issues, and provides additional detailed pro- 
jections. (Issued annually, $2.25, 44 pages.) 

Annual Prospects for World Coal Trade projects U.S. coal exports and imports, analyzes world coal trade flows, and 
highlights both current and potential major coal exporting countries (Issued annually, available in June 1987). A 
special issue of this report entitled Outlook for U.S. Coal Imports projects U.S. coal imports and exports, analyzes key 
trends in the international coal trade market, and studies the impact of coal imports on the U.S. domestic and foreign 
coal markets. (One-time report, $3.25, 66 pages.) 

Coal Exports: The European Market is the companion report to EIA's study on the Asian market. The report analyzes 
the current structure of the European coal market and highlights information on the coal industry of each country 
that competes with U.S. coal exports to Europe. (Issued in January 1987, $2.50, 48 pages.)

Coal Datatapes 

The Coal Distribution datatape contains cummulative quarterly (for the current year) and annual data (for other 
years) since 1980, (available approximately June 1987). 

The Coal Production datatape contains annual data, which begins in 1979 (available approximately June 1987). 

The Quarterly Coal Report datatape contains quarterly data, which begins in 1980 (available approximately June 1987). 

Weekly Coal Production: Current weekly coal production data is available electronically over 300 or 1200 baud 
asynchronous lines requiring only a standard ASCII-type user terminal. (This service is free of charge). 


Coal Models 

Coal Supply and Transportation Model (CSTM) is used to forecast coal production levels and coal transportation 
flows. This model was used to develop projections which appear in Outlook for U.S. Coal Imports, the Annual Energy 
Outlook, and the Annual Outlook for U.S. Coal, served as the basis for a 1983 EIA report on rail deregulation and a 
1985 EIA report on coal slurry pipelines, and provides forecasts for several other EIA coal and multi-fuel reports.

International Coal Trade Model (ICTM) projects coal trade flows and represents both all the major coal exporting 
countries and countries with the potential to become major coal exporters. (Order number is PB85-233781.) For 
further information about contents, contact Ercan Tukenmez, (202) 586-5253. 

National Coal Model (NCM) is the most comprehensive and complex of EIA's coal models. Its most important role 
is to serve as the basis for coal supply and demand projections appearing in the Annual Energy Outlook (AEO). (Order 
number is PB86-126372 /AS.)

Resource Allocation and Mine Costing (RAMC) Model uses coal reserves and cost estimates for the development of 
new mines to construct long-term supply curves relating coal prices and production for specific types of coal, supply 
regions, and mining methods. These supply curves are used in the CSTM, ICTM, and NCM. (Order number is 
PB85-181626.)

Short-Term Coal Analysis System (SCOAL) is a series of equations used to project quarterly cbal production trends 
by State. SCOAL projections appear in the Short-Term Energy Outlook, EIA's quarterly summary of fuel price and 
supply projections, and the Quarterly Coal Report (Order number for the quarterly tape is PB84-2354472.) For further 
information on the data, contact Fred Freme, (202) 586-1487.
